Normal yield of peanuts per acre: in 
Coffee County is usually figured some- 
Where between 1000-1200 pounds, A har- 
vest of this scope would have put Coffee 
County as the number seven producer in 
the nation and number nine in acres plant- 
ed, That would be about the right standing. 

These figures show the importance of 
the peanut to Coffee County and the ex- 
tent to which farmers are planting the 
crop. Few counties in the nation are more 
important in this field. Cotton is no longer 
king in this area and hasn't been for quite 
some time, The lowly goober has taken over 
top spot, especially this year with the boll 
weevil and other insects cutting deeply into 
the cotton yield. Hollan Harrison, who has 
been with a local gin since 1938, said he 
believes this will be the worst year for 
cotton since he started in the business.

Other major contributors to the city’s 
coffers include cigarette smokers who paid 
$5440 or 10 percent of the revenues collect- 
ed by the city government; miscreants 
whose fines provided $3680 or 6.6 percent 
of the revenue; $2820 from the state op- 
erated liquor store system (5 percent of 
the city tax take), and the remaining 10 
percent of the revenue from miscellaneous 
sources. Miscellaneous sources include the 
bank excise tax (from the state), $1,088; 
cemetery lots sold, $410; interest on paving 
assessments, $160; municipal pool income, 
$709; rents, $810; tapping fees, $580 and 
miscellaneous, $180. 

To show how little property owners in 
the town contribute to the municipal in- 
come, it is only necessary to compare the 
$8040 paid in ad valorem taxes with some 
of the city’s expenditures. For example, ad- 
ministrative salaries (mayor $1200, clerk 
$2310 and councilmen $1000) of $4,536 plus 
fire department expenses of $2645 total 
$7181. In round figures that is only $900 
less than the ad valorem tax brings the 
city, 

The ad valorem taxes would pay a 
little over half of the $15,470 spent on city 
Streets during 1954-55 and about two- 
thirds of the $11,929 required to give resi- 
dents police protection. 

Property owners benefit far more in 
proportion from municipal government ser- 
vices and protection than others in town 
but pay a ridiculously small percentage of 
the city’s revenue. If any one in Elba is get- 
ting a bargain on his taxes, it is the pro- 
perty owner, If anyone is paying too much 
for what he receives, it is the automobile 
owner.
